St. Louis, March 29 .— A nsw ering th e 
flood of questions sh ot at h im as to th e 
report th at h e would bolt th e R epub­ 
lican convention at Ch icago if P resi­ 
dent T aft w ere nom inated, T h eodore 
Roosevelt, just a fte r h e h ad arrived 
h ere, said: 
“A ny sta te m e nt like th at 
is 
a 
fake. 
Any 
tim e 
I 
h ave 
any th ing to sa y on such a subject I 
will say it m y self, and a ny th ing pur­ 
porting to com e from me unless I say 
it my self, is a fake.” 
Later, w h en asked again concerning 
h is s ta te m e nts in th e Ch icago speech 
upon wh ich it was taken th a t h e was 
broadly h inting h is determ ination to 
bolt, th e colonel denied th a t h e h ad 
spoken th e following, as was quoted: 
“T h e R epublicans a re not bound to 
respect a nom ination secured by th ug ­ 
gery .” 
T h e colonel replied: 
“T h ere was 
no allusion to th e Ch icago convention. 
T h e allusions w ere specifically as to 
w h at h ad been done in New York, In­ 
dianapolis and Denver. 
No such sen­ 
tence including th e 
word ‘th ug g e ry ’ 
w as used. 
W h at I stated w as th at 
such prim aries as th e se h eld in New’ 
York. Indianapolis and D enver w’ere 
not binding upon th e R epublicans.” 
Colonel Roosevelt did not categ or­ 
ically a nsw e r as to w h eth er h e would 
or would not support Mr. T aft in th e 
event of renom ination. 
W h en asked w h at would h appen in 
th e event th a t th e deleg ates w h ich th e 
Roosevelt forces ch arge w ere elected 
sy fraud w ere seated by th e Ch icago 
convention, h e referred to h is utte r­ 
ances at P oston and at Ch icago. 
W h at 
h e h ad said in Boston was a t th e tim e 
ne announced th at h e would becom e a 
candidate. 
He th en was a ske d: 
“ If 
Mr. Taft is nom inated at th e Ch icago 
convention 
will 
y ou 
sup port 
h im ?” 
Colonel 
R oosevelt 
responded: 
“Of 
course I will.” 
H ere h e declared h e would not say 
any th ing furth e r th an w h at h e h ad 
said before. 
“ I sta nd on w h at I said in 
Poston and in Ch icago, and any m an 
wh o reads into or reads out of th e 
speech es any th ing I h ave not said is 
deliberately 
and 
willfully 
m isre p re ­ 
senting .” w e re h is 
final w ords and 
with th at h e dism issed th e subject. 
Th ose in St. Louis wh o looked for 
an unm istakab ly clear and de te rm i­ 
na te sta te m e nt from th e colonel as to 
w h at h e would do if Mr. T a ft w ere 
nom inated, w ere disappointed. 
Th ey 
felt th at th e doubt and unc erta inty of 
th e R oosevelt position h ad not been 
cleared up. 
T h ey wish ed th e colonel 
to define ex actly wh at, h e h ad in m ind 
w h en h e said in h is sp eech es begin­ 
ning a t F ort W ay ne and rep eated not 
only to th e precinct leaders of Ch ica­ 
go, but in th e th re e evening speech es 
th e re : 
“ If th e people by h onest vote declare 
against me I h ave noth ing to say . 
I 
may th ink th ey are m istaken, but th at 
is th eir business. 
But if th e people 
are for m e and th e bosses turn th is 
trick against me, th en I will h ave a 
good deal to say .” 
. 
W h at is to be included in th e col­ 
onel’s “good deal to sa y ” is unex plain­ 
ed and m ay h e stre tc h e d to cover al­ 
m ost any plan of cam paign. 
T h ere 
w ere th ose w h o believed th a t th e col­ 
onel in th e se utte ra nc e s w as unm is­ 
takably sh a king th e big stick at th e 
m ach ine, and in a way , th ough not 
am ounting to a positive th re a t to bolt, 
w as w arning it th a t som eth ing would 
h appen If th e colonel did not get wh at 
h e considers th e sq uare deal in th e 
prim aries. 
T h ey pointed as an even 
strong er utte ra nc e of w arning to th e 
T aft forces, to th a t p art of th e C h ica­ 
go speech w h ere th e colonel denounc­ 
ed th e T aft m a nag ers as try ing to kill 
h im at any ex pense even to th e w reck 
and defeat of th e party , if only th ey 
could keep control of th e p a rty m a ­ 
ch inery . 
T h is a num b e r inte rp re te d 
as giving clear p ronouncem ent from 
th e colonel of “go no furth er. 
If y ou 
do, look out.”

Victory for the Packets. 


The a cquitta l of the meat pa ckers 
surprises 
the 
government, 
which 
thought it had a strong ca se a ga inst 
them. 
The general public is a lso sur­ 
prised. 
United Sta tes District A t­ 
torney Wilkerson. who took a leading 
part in pushing the a tta ck on the a c­ 
cused persons, is reported to have 
been so deeply a ffected by the verdict 
tha t “ he jumped to his feet a s the 
words sounded through the court­ 
room, and teai*s tilled his eyes." 
The 
Depa rtment of J ustice at Wa shington 
wa s profoundly disa ppointed a t its 
fa ilure in the long wa r which it had 
waged 
a ga inst 
the 
great 
groups 
which control a large part of tlie meat 
distributing business of the country. 


Appa rently the Sherman a nti-trust 
a ct is not quite so simple and clea r a s 
ma ny persons imagined a fter the re­ 
cent convictions in the ca ses of the 
Sta nda rd Oil men and the American 
Toba cco Company. 
The law has some 
intrica cies which have not yet been 
fa thomed. 
Both sides seemed to have 
been sa tisfied with the cha rge which 
J udge Carpenter ga ve to the jury. 
It 
a ppea rs to have been scrupulously 
fair. 
Tha t part of the instructions 
which virtua lly told the jurors to a c­ 
quit if they had a ny rea sona ble doubt 
a s to the guilt of the defenda nts had 
much influence, yet tha t is pra ctica lly 
wha t every jury is told. 
Evidently 
there wa s considera ble doubt in this 
insta nce. One element which enters in­ 
to all these ca ses ought to be taken 
into 
considera tion 
by 
the 
public, 
and tha t is tha t in these tria ls the 
weight of legal ta lent is a lwa ys on the 
side of the grea t combines. 
They pay 
more for defense than the government 
J oes for conviction, and they get the 
best legal skill which the country of ­ 
fers. 


The fa ilure of the government in 
this importa nt suit ma y induce Con­ 
gress to amend the Sherman a ct in 
some pa rticula rs. 
Since the pa ssa ge 
of that law twenty-one yea rs ago, the 
volume of the country’s trade ha s tri­ 
pled. 
Some very a stute men— Ed­ 
munds, Aldrich, Spooner, Sherman, 
Hoa r a nd others— had a 
hand in 
sha ping tha t sta tute. 
On the whole 
they did their work well. 
Some nota ­ 
ble rulings by the Supreme Court have 
been made under it. 
In the Da nbury 
Ha t ca se the American Federa tion of 
La bor wa s a djudged to be a trust in 
the mea ning of tha t act, and the pa r­ 
ticula r union which wa s found guilty 
wa s penalized. 
The Sta nda rd Oil, the 
Toba cco and severa l other big com- 


biuations were dissolved 
a s opera ting 
in violation of the law. 
Perha ps some 
amendments are needed to make the 
sta tute effective under present condi­ 
tions. 
To deal with this ma tter im­ 
partially and intelligently, however, 
Congress needs more time and a better 
judicial temper than are possible just 
now.— Globe Democrat.

Historic Land Sold. 
A Wa shington specia l sa y s: 
Smiths and Myrtle isla nds, com ­ 
prising an ocea n-swept domain of 4,- 
038 a cres, 
opposite 
Cape 
Charles, 
have, a fter a la pse of 150 yea rs or 
more, pa ssed out of the ownership of 
the fa mous Lee fa mily of Virginia 
into the hands of Oliver S. Campbell 
of New York. 
The tra nsfer of this 
esta te marks the pa ssing of a nother 
of the large properties formerly in­ 
cluded in the esta tes of Ma jor Gen­ 
eral J ohn Custis and General Robert 
E. Lee, comma nder of the Confed­ 
erate forces. 
Of the ea rly history of Smiths and 
Myrtle isla nds little is known, except 
that the tract comprised part of the 
grant nmde to one J ohn Nea le, about 


1630, and tha t tra ditiot marks it as 
one of the retrea ts of Captain J ohn 
Smith, of Poca honta s fame. 
The contra ct for the sa le of the 
property wa s executed by George W. 
C. Lee, Mary T. Lee. Robert E. Lee, 
Colonel Robert E. Lee and J uliet Ca r­ 
ter Lee, his w ife; 
Mary Custis Lee 
and Dr. George Bolling Lee, the last 
named having represented the sellers 
and Bowers & Sa nds, as a ttorneys 
for the purcha ser. 
The entire domain 
included in the sa le, excepting about 
sixteen a cres used by the government 
for light house purposes. 


Messrs. Bowers & Sa nds, a ttorneys 
in the matter, had many difficulties in 
effecting the dea l, largely owing to the 
fact that J ohn P. Custis, a ccording to 
tradition, left a will that wa s never 
recorded. 
AH memoranda of the rec­ 
ords have been lost. 


The oldest residents of Northa mp­ 
ton county decla re that Myrtle island 
w a s originally part of Smith’s island, 
but that sixty or more yea rs a go the 
wa sh of the sea cut a channel through 
Smiths island, and that the portion 
now lying south of the existing cha n­ 
nel was therea fter called Myrtle is­ 
land. 
Beca use of thi> division of the is­ 
land a ga inst itself the claim wa s made 
on one occa sion that the pa rt called 
Myrtle island and comprising about 
one thousa nd a cres, belonged to Wil­ 
liam H. Lang and others.

tlon. 
T h e fiv e senators who v oted to 
u phold the contention of Se na tor Lor- 
im e r’s attorne y were C h a irm a n 
Dil­ 
lingham 
and 
Senators 
G am b le 
and 
Jones, th r e e Repu b licans, and Sena­ 
tors Fle tc h e r and Johnstone, two Dem 
ocrats. 
T h e three senators who v oted 
in opposition were Senators Kern and 
Lea, Democrats, and Keny on, Repu b ­ 
lican. 
T h e m eeting was fu ll of w arm dis­ 
cu ssion and ev ery conceiv ab le form of 
motion w as made to b ring ou t the 
se ntim e nt of the com m ittee on prac­ 
tically e v e ry phase of the L orim er 
case. 
T h e resu lt of each se pa ra te v ote 
was fav orab le to Senator Lorim er. He 
held th e com m ittee b y a v ote of fiv e to 
th re e on ev ery important issu e.
